Return- 
ing, the train will leave Chicago at 20 


minutes before 1 in the afternoon and 


reach New York at 20 minutes before 
10 the next morning. It must be re- 
membered in comparing these hours 


that Chicago time is one hour earlier 
than New York time, so that the run- 
ning time each way is the same.
